Washington, November- 17—Presi­ 
dent Wilson 
will pocket the 
Peace 
Treaty if it contains the Lodge reser­ 
vations, he told Senator Hitchcock in 
a conference at the White House to­ 
day. 
“The President has read and con­ 
sidered the Lodge re se rv a tio n ,” said 
Senator Hitchcock, “and he considera 
them a nullification of the Treaty and 
utterly impossible-.” 
The program outlined by Senator 
Hitchcock after he had 
seen Presi­ 
dent Wilson last week will be carried 
through in the Senate. 
Mr. Hitch­ 
cock said. 
This contemplates the d e ­ 
feat of the ratification resolution with 
the I.odge reservations attached and 
the offering of resolutions o f ratifica­ 
tion without the reservations.

I he petition was circulated by la­ 
bor leaders 
of

signed by more than 1000 persons. In 
Waynesboro every minister and pro­ 
fessional man in the town affixed his 
signature, and all but four of the mer­ 
chants of the town signed. 


The present situation presented un­ 
usual difficulties. 
None of the men 
were to be permitted 
to pay 
their! 
pro rata share of the fines and costs 
imposed, but the lump sum of each in­ 
dictment had to be paid liefore any of 
the men can be freed. 
The men were 
convicted under five separate cases, 
and the group costs in each case had 
to lie paid before any of the men fcould 
leave the jail. 
In the case known as j 
the Greencastle riot case, thirty one 
men were convicted . Some of the men j

but in order that they

TREES BY TH E MILLIONS 


State Has Produced About 50,000,000 
In Various Nurseries. 


Pennsylvania has 
produced in the 
neighborhood 
of 
50,000,000 
young 
trees in the nurseries which the State 
Forest Commission has m aintained in 
the various reserves and it is believed 
that most of them have been planted 
and are flourishing 
within the State 
Commissioner Robert S. Conklin, who 
has been looking up this work, 
says 
that he thinks in the neighborhood of 
4,000,000 trees will be privately plant­ 
ed during the next year and th at the 
State will be able to supply millions of 
trees for reforestation. The State has 
been encouraging planting of trees by 


private owners, 
with whom 
it has 
been co-operating and it is estimated 
by Mr. 
Conklin t^ a t over 
3,000,000 
trees were planted 
in the 
State by 
private enterprise this spring and that 
many were planted 
during the fall. 
Last year 2,186,000 were so planted.
